The inventions set forth in claims 1 to 7 are not 
disclosed in any of documents 1 to 7; therefore^ the 
inventions in question are novel and involve an inventive 
step. In particular^ documents 1 to 7 do not disclose the 
feature wherein the first dummy data section of the 
recording information is written on the first recording 
layer starting from the loopback address as a portion of 
the first buffer area, and the second dummy data section 
of the aforementioned recording information is written on 
the second recording layer up to the corresponding 
address in the aforementioned second recording layer, 
which corresponds to the aforementioned loopback address, 
as a portion of the second buffer area. On the other 
hand, the inventions set forth in the present application 
exhibit an advantageous effect in that it is possible to 
achieve a reduction in the recording period while also 
ensuring the continuity of the recording information that 
is being recorded over a first recording layer and a 
second recording layer as a result of the feature in 
question . 
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
